SAN FRANCISCO, (AP)—Two 


or three years from now it may 
be possible for a person to use 
someone else's heart for a few 
minutes while the doctors repair 
his own defective ticker.

to keep his body supplied with 
blood.

These prospects were put before 


the American College of Surgeons 
today by two groups of research- 
ers. 
.^The borrowed heart technique 
Was worked out on dogs by seven

work also on humans but num- 
erous little "bugs" have to be dis- 
posed of before it can be tried in 
the operating room.

One of the main arteries of 


the donor dog is piped to an 
arterial main in the recipient 
dog.

Grimes, all the dogs died. Changes 
in the blood vessel hookup finally 
brought down the casualty rate to 
a poult where in 14 experiments 
involving 28 dogs, only five died.

fantrymen captured a third hill on the expanding western front today 
and held two other peaks against Allied counterattacks. 


The Reds won three other hills 


but lost them again. 


The three-day old Red offensive 


_ spread through drizzling rain over 
'4*i 20-mile sector. Attacking Reds 


were supported by their heaviest 
display of armor in months. They 
hit United Nations forces from 
points west of Yonchon. eight 
miles north of the 38th parallel, 
to the hills north of Chorwon, 
western anchor of their old iron 
triangle.

SNOW PARALYZES ST. LOUIS AREA 


ST. LOUIS, (AP)—The city's 


worst snowstorm in 39 years para- 
lyzed the St. Louis metropolitan 
area of about 1,600,000 persons to- 
day and no letup before nightfall 
was in sight. 


One foot of snow blanketed the 


city at midmorning. The record- 
breaking storm piled snow up to 
a depth of nearly two feet in other 
sections of Missouri. 


Many roads and highways were 


impassable. Schools closed and 
business was sharply curtailed. 


Thousands of persons were un- 


able to get to work in St. Louis, 
where more snow fell in a 14-hour 
period than during the combined 
years of 1931 and 1932. 


The governmpnt woather bu- 


reau predicted the storm would 
continue until tonight, possibly 


with a mixture of sleet and freez- 
ing rain. The low temperature 
here this morning was 26. 


Hunderds of minor accidents 


were reported, but only one death 
wag attributed to the storm. Many 
bus schedules were cancelled, and 
th pileup of snow on the municipal 
airport here cut air traffic to a 
fraction of the normal volume. 


Rail workers struggled to clear 


tracks in the big rail yards here, 
with all trains delayed an hour or 
more. 


The St Louis board of education 


decided at an emergency meeting 
to close all public schools at noon. 


Street workers were unable to 


cope with the sudden snowfall, 
which started about 5 p.m. yester- 
day.

"I got hold of some cast-off lum- 
ber." he said, "and the whole 
thing didn't cost me over $800. 
It's not fancy. But the chickens 
are doin' all right!" 


Biff Production 


So far this year they've pro- 


duced about 42 million chickens in 
Arkansas. That's 11 million more 
than they produced up to this 
time last year. One of the big 
problems down there has been 


that there weren't enough dress- 
ing plants to handle all the chick- 
ens. 
But that's rapidly 
being 


corrected. 


Arkansas isn't the only place 


where they're growing more 
chickens in Indiana so far this 
year—and 23 million in Missis- 
sippi! Did you ever think of that 
as being chicken country?

County Farmers 
Spend $97,672 for 
Animal Health 


Farmers in Lee county spend an 


estimated total of $97,672 annual- 
ly for animal health goods, a re- 
cent survey revealed. 


The entire state of Illinois, with 


102 counties, spends about $6,825,- 
000 annually to combat diseases 
and parasites among farm animals. 


These health goods include such 


products as penicillin, sufametha- 
zine, aureomycin, hog cholera vac- 
cines and coccidiosis vaccines. 


This total annual expenditure is 


based on average expenditure of 
49.1 cents per head of cattle, 74.6 
cents per hog, 46.3 cents per sheep 
and 3.8 cents per chicken or tur- 
key. 


The bureau of animal industry 


estimates annual loss in single ani- 
mals resulting from diseases and 
parasites at $2.53 for every cow 
or steer, 79 cents for every hog, 
77 cents for every sheep and 16 
cents for every chicken or turkey. 


Farm leaders point out that the 


thousands of dollars spent by local 
farmers to prevent and cure dis- 
eases probably save many times 
the amount by keeping animals 
alive and healthy.

Management and sanita- 
tion practices are the same .an 
both herds except that one h«8 
is milked by one man using two 
units and the other by one man 
using one unit. 


There is practically no mas- 


titis in the herd where three-min- 
ute milking is used. In the other 
herd, occasional 
outbreaks 
of 


mastitis require drugs and special 
treatment. 


Johnson says nearly all cows 


can be trained to let down mijjc 
in three 
minutes. 
He adviCs 


dairymen to start such training- 
as soon as possible after a heifer 
has calved. 


And you don't have to spend 


extra time and work milking a 
naturally hard-milking cow. Just 
have your veterinarian perform a 
simple operation the next time he 
comes on a call.

Medicine, explains that the vet«s& 
manan operates on the muscles 
in the ends of the cow's teats.

Prevention week, that the average 
farm fire in Illinois for the 1949- 
50 fiscal year cost $3,500. 


Dean Winter says the state fire 


marshal's report for the year end 
ing June 30, 1950, showed 1,261 
farm fires with losses valued at 
$4,423,333. 


Sine* June 1950, Winter and 


G. F. Sauer of the college of 
agriculture have been studying 
causes of farm fires and wind 
damage and ways to reduce the 
losses. 


Check Heating 


At this season one major safety 


measure is a thorough check-up 
of your home heating system be- 
fore the first chilly day when you 
fire up. Winer finds that defective 
chimneys and heating systems are 
the main cause of fires in farm 
homes. 


To reduce fires from this cause, 


Winter says all chimney joints 
should be tight, and a spark 
arrester should be installed when 
there are combustible- roofs near 
by. See that stove or furnace 
pipes are in good condition and a 
safe distance from walls, ceilings, 
curtains or papers. 


Safety Tips 


Here are some other safety 


measures: Repair cracks or other 
defects, and replace rusted and 
burned-out stove and 
furnace 


pipeaj Use a metal or asbestos 
floor covering under wood or coal- 


burning stoves. Use double metal 
ventilated thimbles where stov 
pipes pass through walls. 


It's always safest never to use 


oil or kerosene to start or hasten 
a fire. And when you add coa 
to a fire, place it only at one 
side of the firebox to keep i! 
from putting the fire out. 


Another important point: Make 


sure that dampers in stoves or 
furnaces are never closed so tight- 
ly that they force carbon monox- 
ide or other gases out into the 
room. This colorless, odorless, 
deadly poisonous gas gives no 
warning when it strikes. 


Plenty of Pork

through December, when market- 
ings are expected to be only one 
per cent above December, 1950. 


In making their "guesstimate," 


the men considered total hog num- 
bers, probable effects of ceiling 
prices, 
available feed supplies, 


probable consumer demand, weath- 
er conditions and other factors. 
Plenty of pork, but no oversupply, 
was indicated. 


Factors strengthening the po- 


sition of pork this fall are higher 
prices for beef—especially ham- 
burger, military expansion, higher 
consumer income and increasing 
population. 


Meat advertisers will promote 


pork steadily throughout the sea- 
son but will not launch an all-out 
campaign. Present plans call for 
playing up nutritional qualities, 
seasonal supplies and greater dol- 
lar value of pork. 


All of ttte men stressed the im- 


portance of orderly marketing and 
urged farmers to shoot at market 
weight* of 200-240 pounds. Both 
extraheavy and lightweight hogs 
are likely to suffer aome price 
discrimination.

Committee 


Farmer PMA committee elec- 


tions will be held this year by 
mail. In each township three com- 
munity committeemen and two al- 
ternates along with delegates to 
the county convention will be se- 
lected. These are the men who will 
have charge of such PMA pro- 
grams within the county as price 
support 
loan.*, purchase agree- 


ments and the ACP soil conserva- 
tion program'. 


The present PMA county com- 


mittee stated today that this 
method of holding the election by 
mail should give all farm owners 
and operators an opportunity to 
express their choice for commit- 
teemen. 


Ballots have been mailed to all 
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known farm owners and operator! 
who are eligible to participate in 
any PMA administered program. 
These ballots for each township 
will carry a list of 10 candidates 
selected by a special nominating 
committee. If this list is not satis- 
factory, the voter may write in his 
choice for each office. 


In this manner, each eligible 


voter can mark his ballot in his 
own home. It can be returned to 
the county office either by mail 
or in person, any time before Nov. 
16, 1951. 


These farm programs are im- 


portant, and we believe they can 
best be administered by locally 
elected farmers. Each and every 
eligible voter is urged to register 
his choice—and that choice should 
be for a capable and energetic 
leadership.

Congress Must Face Up to 
Government Money Matters 


When congress reconvenes in.January, it will have to 


face all over again the questions of taxes, inflation, and co- 
lossal government expenditures. 


President Truman got a $5,700,000,000 tax bill from con- 


gress this year when he had askfed for nearly twice that. He 
has already served notice he will ask more levies when the 
lawmakers return. His request probably will touch $5,000,- 
000,000 or higher. 


But at least two factors militate against his getting what 


he wants. The first is that 1952 is an election year. Con- 
gress is notoriously reluctant to vote a single additional 
penny in taxes when it must confront the voters the same 
fall. 


The second thing is that many lawmakers are firmly 


convinced that we have almost reached a ceiling on taxes, 
that the American people will not and should not stand for 
higher levies. 


This attitude was amply expressed in the sudden upset 


of the 1951 tax bill in the house during the closing days of 
the session. The reverse was temporary, but it may easily 
have been a harbinger of 1952 events. 


If Mr. Truman's forthcoming tax proposals are indeed 


doomed, the ingenuity of both congress and the adminis- 
tration in meeting the problems of new inflation, and even 
heavier spending, will be sorely tried. 


The 1951 session appropriated $91,664,860,000 for use in 


the current fiscal year ending next June 30. This is the larg- 
est sum ever voted hi peacetime, and comes close to match- 
ing the heaviest budgets of JWorld War II.. 


As everyone knows, the overwhelming bulk of that 


money was earmarked for our own defense, and for military 
and economic assistance to our allies around the world. The 
military appropriation, for example, ran to $57,000,000,000. 


Economic forecasters, casting up a potential balance 


sheet for the year, believe that these expenditures will out- 
distance revenues by almost $10,000,000,000. Even the new 
tax bill will not make much of a dent this time, since it is tak- 
ing effect for the most part well after the start of the fiscal 
year. 


Next year the biggest budget items promise to be bigger 


still. A boost in the air force from the present 95 groups 
to 130 or 140 will cost added billions. The ground is being 
prepared for heavier atomic energy requests to finance the 
more varied atomic-weapons arsenal we are building. 


If there is no new tax bill, the deficit will be greater. 


The deficiency will have to be made up, as always, by gov- 
ernment borrowing. But this throws part of the burden for 
present armament upon future generations. And besides, 
borrowing is highly inflationary, since it has the effect of 
adding new sums to the monetary stream. 


Without adequate checks, government spending is cer- 


tain anyway to increase inflationary pressures. Billions will- 
be put into circulation hi the form of wages and other pay- 
ments. But wage and salary earners will have less civilian 
goods to buy, and thus may bid up prices of the things that 
are on hand. 


Congress plainly has its work cut out for 1952 if it in- 


intends to shrug off more new taxes. It may have to cope 
with unruly inflation. And it may have to do something 
convincing about government economy. The Hoover Com- 
mission showed the way to vast potential savings, but thus 
far the lawmakers have barely scratched the surface. The 
pleasant game of postponing the day of reckoning cannot be 
played much longer.

Berlin Has No War Scare 
Despite Russian Menace

BERLIN—(NEA)—When Americans in Berlin read pieces in the 


>aper about people back home building bomb shelters, they wonder 
what the scare is all about. Nobody is building any bomb shelters 
here. There Is no atomic bomb scare here, and these people are liv- 
ing right'tinder the Russian guns. 


There are some 2,000 American civilians here, in addition to the 


troops. Mostly they are the wives and children of American offi- 
cials. There are a hundred or so State Department people and civil- 
an advisers to the IT. S. commander, Maj.-Gen. Lemuel Mathewson. 
American Express, TWA and Pan-American Airline officials and 
transients make A»p the rest And they all seem to love it. Wouldn't 
live anywhere else for- anything. 


Western Berlin society is reviving. Ever since the airlift, and 


the Marshall Plan, Americans rate high with all Berliners. The 
wives of the American officers have their club, and they do relief 
work among the refugees who stream across the border from the 
east Russian zone- The children are in school. There is plenty to 
eat and plenty to buy. Life goes on. 


"We don't need anyone's sympathy," says Mathewson, the big 


blond paratrooper who hag been in command here since January. 
'But we would like to have the people at home a little better in- 
formed on Berlin."

RUSSIAN IMPROVEMENTS ARE FEW 


A new auditorium, sports center, and a row of apartment houses 


still under construction, for party functionaries and picked workers, 
about completes Soviet-zone improvements. The place is dead. 


In the Western zones, however, business is booming, despite the 


terrible refugee problem—there were 6,000 arrivals last month, 200 
a day—and an unemployment of 25 per cent of the estimated million 
workers. 


Industrial production in the Western zones is only 45 per cent of 


the 1936 level. But this is a three-fold improvement over the 14 per 
cent of the blockade and airlift days. 


What Berliners hope for is that they can get this production up 


to the 1936 level within the next four years. 


There is no particular incentive for this revival. Berlin business- 


men have to pay ten per cent for short-term money. But there 
is a determination on the part of the Berliners, in spite of all Soviet 
threats, to make Berlin again the capital of Germany. Morale here 
is high. 


There is no question but that the Soviet could push the Western 


powers out of Berlin if they wanted to. Tempelhof airfield- in the 
American zone and all of Western Berlin, for that matter, is in easy 
artillery range of Russian guns. They could pulverize any target 
they choose. 


Yet so definite are the Allied commitments that the Russians 


know any open attack on Berlin would mean the start of World War 
III- That is the only safety the city has.

RUSSIANS MIGHT BY-PASS BERLIN IF WAR COMES 


There is a theory now that if the Russians should march west, 


they might by-pass Berlin. They surround it now. Rather than try- 
ing to clean it out as a strong point in their path, they might leave 
it for siege and starvation in another bloody city war. 


This is the threat that Berliners live under and ignore. 
Eighteen freight trains a day and four passenger trains connect 


West Berlin with Western Germany, 103 miles away at the closest 
point. 
Also there is the one. autobahn, or express highway over 


which the Russians allow motor traffic to move, with checks. But 
they could shut all this off on a moment's whim. 


The only agreement which the Western powers have in writing 


with respect to Berlin traffic is the right to use the air corridor over 
which the airlift was flown. 


This, as a matter of hindsight, is the result of another American 


diplomarv blunder. 
When the Russians agreed to lift the block- 


ade in 1949, there was such a relief in Berlin, in Germany and in 
Washington. London and Paris, that another loose deal was made. 


It had been feared that the blockade and the airlift might lead 


to war. When the threat of this war was evaded, American officials 
now believe that a whole new deal should have been made over Ber- 
lin. 
Additional railroad and motor highway transport and communi- 


cation lines between Berlin and the West should have been demanded. 
Written guarantees for free movement of traffic should have been 
bargained for. 


Maybe they couldn't have been obtained. But the opportunity 


to get them was lost. And there is no new opportunity in sight

People who have varicose veins 


are more likely to have swolto 
feet or ankles than those with 
normal veins. Also the poor cir- 
culation brought about by vari- 
cose veins can produce ulcers. 
Such ulcers sometimes becom* 
enormous, and cause open sores. 


SUCCESSFUL, TREATMENT 


Several ways of treating vari- 


cose veins and ulcers have had 
much success. The use of elastic 
bandages which support the widj 
ed and enlarged varicose veins 
of course, an old remedy and help* 
ful in many cases. 


Varicose veins are often removed 


by surgery. Injections for varicose 
veins have been used for many 
years. These act by closing the 
opening of the varicose vein en- 
tirely so that the blood must flow 
through some other vein which is 
normal or lies deeper in the tissue. 
At present, surgery seems toQa 
becoming more popular as a treat- 
ment and injections less so.

Today's hand was played in a 


team match, and one South player 
made game at no-trump while the 
other South was set 


In the first room, dummy won 


the opening spade lead with the 
ten. Declarer then got to his hand 
with a heart in order to lead a 
diamond towards dummy's king. 
East carefully refused to win that 
first diamond trick, and now de- 
clarer was a dead pigeon. 


South again got to his hand^with 


a heart in order to lead diamonds, 
but East was able to win the sec- 
ond round of diamonds and still 
keep the top diamond in his hand. 
He returned a spade to South's 
king, and South could do nothing 
about the diamonds. He had only 
one entry to dummy, so he could 
force out the top diamond .but 
could never get back to dummy in 
order to cash the long diamonds. 


South had to try his luck with 


the clubs, but the suituation was 
hopeless. The defenders could take 
three clubs, two long spades, and 
at least one diamond. Down two. 


What happened 
in the 
other 


room, where South made his con- 
tract? Did East take the first dia- 
mond with his ace? That would be 
a horrible mistake, of course. 


As you can see, if East takes 


the first diamond, South wins the 
spade return, cashes the queen of 
diamonds, and gives up a diamond.

'Burns' New 
Navy Plane

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. —(AP)— 


We have a rocket plane, the navy's 
Douglas Skyrocket so speedy that 
air friction can make it hotter than 
boiling water. 


This plane has gone higher than 


72,000 feet (more than 13 miles) 
the highest published flight of 
man. 


We have three of these planes 


and the facts uncovered by them, 
mostly still secret, are expected to 
benefit many combat planes which 
still are in the designing board 
stage.

M. Mayo, of the Douglas Aircraft 
Company, Inc., El Segundo, Calif., 
to symposium on the medical and 
other human problems of speed 
and flight up near the borders of 
outside space.

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'Staggering' Word for A-Bonib Might; 
EKxonite's Letter Tells of Explosions 


Various Sizes, 
Reactions Impress 
AP Bomb Viewer 


By BILL BECKER 


Las Vegas, Nev.—(AP)—Amer- 


ica'* atom masters have developed 
an assortment of bombs of stag- 
gered sizes and staggering reac- 
tions that may in time make con- 
ventional weapons obsolete. 


Awed observers were unable to 


make any other conclusion as the 
first phase of the atomic energy 
commission's fall test series at 
Tucca Flat came to a smashing 
finale yesterday with a full scale 
A-bomb explosion. 


They Were Serious 


Test Manager Carroll L. Tyler 


and Scientific Chief Alvin C. 
Graves were not fooling when they 
•aid the series would include "a 
number of experiments." No two 
blasts in the set of five just fin- 
ished appeared Identical—and the 
last one topped them all. 


It seemed to have all the attri- 


butes of previous major A-bombs, 
including a flash and fireball that 
persisted 10 seconds. 
The fire- 


ball culminated in a tower of 
flames hundreds of feet high— 
something for which this reporter 
could find no precedent In previous 
atomic accounts. 


The blast concluded the first 


phase of the ACC's fall series 
which, Tyler said, has been devoted 
primarily to "developmental tests 
required to advance the weapons 
work of our Los Alamos, N. M., 
•cientific laboratory." 


Second Phase to Start 


The second phase, dealing main- 


ly with the effects of weapons, 
probably will begin next week. But 
the nuclear shots are not expected 
to be BO spectacular. 


The first phase embraced the 


detonation of bombs ranging from 
the tiny tower shot—perhaps the 
first baby A-bomb—on Oct. 22 
through steadily increasing, plane* 
delivered bunts on Oct 28, Get 30 
and Nov. 1, to yesterday's big 
bomb drop from a B-29 flying 
above 30,000 feat 


It brought the total of U. S. 


atomic explosions, unofficially, to 
22, and the world total to 25, in- 
cluding three known 
Russian 


Waste. 


To 5,000 GIs the big day was 


Nov. 1—the date of exercise Desert 
Rock, the first atomic maneuver 
in history.
